On or about May 18, 2005, the Examiner called one of the Applicants' 
representatives, Mr. Joseph D. Dreher, and suggested that the Applicants cancel 
claims 39-43 and indicated that the remaining claims were allowable. 

Another of the Applicants' representatives, Mr. Thomas Tillander, returned 
the Examiner's call later that day or the following day. Claims 1 and 39-43 were 
discussed. No agreement was reached. 

On or about May 20, 2005, Mr. Tillander and the Examiner spoke again. It 
was agreed that claim 39 would be amended by Examiner's amendment as 
indicated on pages 2 and 3 of the Detailed Action that was mailed with the Notice of 
Allowance, aind that claim 43 would be canceled. 

On or about May 24, 2005, the Examiner left a message for Mr. Tillander 
suggesting possible obviousness-type double patenting issues with respect to 
Application No. 09/591,471. Mr. Tillander returned the Examiner's call and 
submitted that the '471 application was related to a process that is performed when 
required information is already available and that the present application was related 
to a process wherein certain information must be retrieved. It was agreed that it was 
likely no double patenting issue existed. However, the Examiner indicated he would 
confer with colleagues regarding the issue.
